The 'news of the iippoiiUmmt— 
JHohtioned .si.v months since as a 
rumor — of Mosnr-s. McORKKiirr and 
EODERTSOX, Queen's Counsel, to the 
rccently-crcited positions of J udges of 
the Supremo Court of "tlio'Trovinco, is 
confirmed. The appointments have 
actually been tendorod those gentlemen 
and, so far aa our information extends, 
both havo accepted. It i--. scarcely 
necessary for ur to say that in this 
place, where both gentlemon have long 
resided, and wbero thoy stand de- 
servedly high in thoir profession, 
the selectibtia arc popular and that few- 
will be found to urge tlio sliglitost 
objection. Mr. !iI(;Cui:ionT is an 
Irish . barrister of high character 
and attainments. He wont to Aus- 
tralia about 25 years ago, and In 
1859 catno to Victoria whoro ho 1ms 
since remained. Tn 1871, after con 
federation, ISfr. McOiiKiCiHT l)ocauic 
the first attorney general and ]n-eiiiicr 
of th(; Pros-ince, but retired from 
politics at the gonornl election in 187;"). 
Mr. IMcCkeioht's age i.s about 57, and 
after a long lifo spent in tlie practice 
of Ills profo.ssion ho will not bo gnulgcd 
the high and hnnorablo station to 
which ho has boon called and the duties 
of which lit! is well qualified to dis- 
charge. Mv. llonKiiTSON, the other 
appointee, is a comparatively young 
niau. Ho is a Canadian barrister and 
came to tlio province in ISHI. A 
fluent and [doasant speaker, and a 
hard worker, lie has long ' occupied 
a prominent position at the pro- 
vincial bar. In 1871 ho joined ilr. 
MoCreioht's ministry- as provincial .sec- 
retary, and, with his chief, retired from 
politics in 1875, declininga ro-oleotion. 
Mr.. RoBEUTSO.v, as wo havo .said, is a 
comparatively young nmn, being un- 
der 40, witii many years of what the 
Americans term "go" in hini. By the 
acceptance of thisofllco ho retires from 
the active pursuit of his profession, 
which has been lucrative,and is brought 
up against a dead-wall. Literally his 
road to further preferment is blocked. 
He is sbolvod at an age when the 
faculties and energies of most men — 
and his certainly — arc still in the gris- 
tle, 80 to speak, and are capable of 
great expansion and development. Wo 
have looked upon IMr. Robertsox as 
one of the coming political lights of 
the country — with at least 20 years' 
capacity for tlio hardest kind of work 
before him. His acceptance of tho post, 
_ is, wo fear, a mistake, which he 
' will regret, like Mouuis of Manitoba 
and MowATT of Ontario, who retired 
from active lifo at too early an age 
and seized tho first excuse that oll'ered 
to return to it. In any case, wo wish 
tho new jndgos well and extend 
to them and tlieir connections our 
warmest congratulations. To be select- 
ed for the position from amongst so 
many worthy mombcraof tho bar is in 
itself a distinction which cannot be 
bo too highly priz ed. 

TE£ "BOOM" AT SEATTLE. 

-Seattle has bright anticipations of rail- 
way construction and Soattlo is happy. 
A company Imvo undertaken to build a 
■ line of railway from that port to Wal- 
■ VWaila, havo raised 85,000,000 and 
given a promise of the early com- 
mencement of 'tho work. Tiio price of 
town lots is mounting .skywards and 
tho least sanguine express tho belief 
that within five years' time tho town 
will contain n population "of 30,000. 
Wo aro^not disposed to dash the hopes 
and. expectations of our American 
cousins ; but Victoria has had her 
happy, blissful moments, not very 
long ago, either — moments whenagi'eut 
future seemed assured, when town lots 
rose rapidly in value, and shrewd, long' 
headed men went about predicting that 
here would be tho London of the Pacific. 
On the pledged faith of a great govern 
ment capital was invested and vast 
improvements were inaugurated. New 
lifo was imparted to every interest and 
hearts boat liigli with expectation. 
But the cup slipped 'ere it reached the 
lip- and thq^^proyinco >baB/, experienced 
the bittorast disappointment. One can 
oiily hope that the experience of Vic- 
toria will not bo that of Seattle — that 
tho company aro earnest in their inten- 
tions, and that the "boom" at Seattle 
may prove as lasting as ours was delu- 
sive. 



THE POLICE. 



We give place to-day to two com- 
munications . on tho subject of the 
city police. Tho writers are caustic and, 
we think, in some respects, unjust in 
their criticism; but under existing cir- 
cumstances, with burglaries of almost 
nightly occurrence without arrests 
being effected, indignant comments from 
alarmed citizens are excusable. There 
is certainly "a screw loose somewhere" 
in the macbinory;; that should be tight- 
ened or a" ,'new'- one^ sii'b'stftuted. The 
absence of the head of the force for tho 
past three months from the civic 
boundaries is a grave matter. Tho re- 
cent impudent housebreakings aro 
evidence that to be efficient the entire 
police force should bo always within 
call. Wo hope that the committee 
of the City Council will report a prac- 
tical scheme for a complete reforniation 
of the force — even should that scheme 
comprehond a change in iMe jiersonnel 
as well as tbo system.

Sir, — The conclusion which is ar- 
rived at by most observers is that the 
police force is lamentably defective in 
that most important and essential 
quality, viz., detective ability. From 
what causes this falling ofl' has taken 
place T shall not stop to inquire; but I 
may mention that want of strict and 
vigilant supervision lies at the root of 
the ovil. When a gang of thieves, 
some of whoso members are on tlio 
lookout, find that the iiolice on duty 
spend a portion of their time in ])ublic 
houses the gang aro free to dejjre- 
date without molestation or interfor- 
enco on the part of tho police. Coun- 
cillors McLean and Slan.soll deserve 
the thanks of the community for mov- 
ing in this mailur, 

Allow mn make a few suggestions 
to the committee appiontecl by the 
Council to consider tlie whole question. 
It is not of consequence whether the 
forco or any of them aro sent on duty 
outside the city limits on not; some 
times it would be necessary to feirct 
out a burglar in that way. But place 
the forco immediately (as Councillor 
McTioan urges) under tho control of 
the corporation; have no suporintond- 
ont or inspector, (for these offices 
mean idleness and littlp work.) Ap 
point live, active, intelligent working 
sergeants, one of whom must be gen- 
erally on duty to see that tho men are 
always on thoir beats, more especially 
at night. Should any not bo able to 
satisfactorily account for his absence, 
let the sergeant on duty report to tho 
Mayor or other acting officer for the 
time being: ' Si^n, say, with the two 
seniors; give each • ten- dollars a mouth 
over common pay; let the offices be 
always filled from the most deserving 
of tho forco and then the men will have 
preferment .',io look to to encourage 
them to make their mark.

or arc wiped right out. When this 
happens something iuis to come down, 
and so it comes to pass that with every 
rise of the Dominion tariff ^he laborer 
and the employer of labor aVe raatio to 
suffer — the former in wages and in- 
creased cost of living, and the latter in 
smaller profits. 

Political connection with the Eastern 
Pi-ovincos has been of no benefit to any 
of our industries. Our coal San Fran- 
cisco takes. Our lumber South' Am- 
erica and Australia; our fish aiul furs 
Groat Britain and the United States. 
All that the Domiiuon takes is our 
money. Tiic fact transparent to every- 
body who thinks or ol)serveH at nil is 
that confederation has been a great 
take in for British Columbia. 

Development by railway construc- 
tion us provided by the Carnarvon 
terms would partly atone for many 
drawbacks antl disadvantages of con- 
federation, but unless at once the Do- 
minion prepares to fulfil its obligations 
to British Columbia this Province 
should without any further waste of 
time take control of customs anci" gov- 
ernment and work out its own salva- 
tion.

Dominion Taxation. 



To THE Editor of Tuk Colonist: 
Sir, — I am glad to see that Dominion 
taxation in this Province is attracting 
a great deal of public attention. What 
wo pay to the Dominion of Cauda and 
what we get in return for it are vei-y 
important questions to cbnsider at any 
time and more especially now at this 
crisis. As Dominion taxation is main- 
ly levied indirectly upon the" consumer 
in the form of customs duties, people 
are apt to lose sight ef the enormous 
sum annually extracted from their 
earnings by tho Dominion. They cer- 
tainly arc not so quick to realize it in 
its present insidious form, or if taken, 
by a direct'Bax'oufc of their pockets in' 
a lump sum. Men who frequently 
complain when called upon for provin- 
cial taxes to tho amount of each for 
school and road purposes are uncon- 
scious that tho Dominion is annually 
taking over seven times as much from 
them as the province. Yet such is the 
fact.'iJ ^I'^i-A?'^^ revenue drawn 

by tno IJominion from British Colum- 
bia amounted to $572,955, an increase 
of about $250,000 over 187-1, although 
what tho province has got in return for 
paying an extra quarter of a million of 
dollars it would bo very hard to disco- 
ver. It certainly has not obtained the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo railway nor 
the expenditure of two millions upon 
the mainland, to both of which it is 
entitled under the terms of union with- 
out any increase of taxation. 

J ust look at what a squeezing, ex- 
hausting thing Dominion taxation now 
is in British Columbia: 

The adult population of this province 
upon whom taxation falls cannot be 
ever 15,000. It is probably considera- 
bly less. Still, giving the Dominion 
the benefit of this high estimate we 
find that in 1879 tho average sum paid 
by every adult to tho Dominion 
amounted to thirty-eight dollars. Single 
men got off with less, but married men 
with families had to pay very nnich 
more. It is no exaggeration to say 
that the present Dominion tariff takes 
at least six dollars per month out of 
tho wages of a working man with a 
wife and foiir children.to support. It 
is no wonder ' that " times are getting 
tighter and that a man with a family 
after working hard and steadily all tho 
year round has to pinch himself and go 
without things, which he could nt 
ono time afford, so as to niako 
both ends meet. It used not to 
be so before confedomtion. Men then 
had plenty of m(»ney in their pockets 
because wages were higher and em- 
ployment easy to obtain. . But, it may 
asked, how has confederation with tlm 
Dominion of Canada so injured British 
Columbia? Well, very much in this 
way. In consequence' of tho present 
enormous Dominionj,tariff. which is the 
product of two causes — ono the^ noc- 
cessity for obtaining more revenue to 
meet the interest on borrowed money 
expended in canals in Ontario and rail- 
ways in the Eastern provinces, and the 
other the necessity for creating manu 
factories to provide employment for the 
hundreds of thousands out of employ 
and starving iii Qucbed and Ontario 
wio amious! to work for Ohina-

relied guns. They dare not go to churcl 
without them. Walking or driving tho 
police are alway8|;,sjith ji ihem. Ov 
thirty houses in Oalway and Mayo are 
especially protected by tho police. ^Ii 
Boycott, an English gentleman iiviii; 
not far from Ballinrode, became unpoi" 
ular. An armed party went into his 
fields one day and ordered his workmen 
to cease working for him on pain of 
death. Every man left him. Ilia ser- 
vants were prder^d^b leave his employ- 
ment. Theylef^.'-? A'gentlemau living 
with him kept a groom to look after 
his horse. His man w:as ordered to de- 
part, as the society had ordered that no 
servant should remain under j\[r. Boy- 
cott's roof. But as the young gentle- 
man was popular, thoy-kindly gave him 
three days within whicli time he could 
get rid of his horse. Tho corn was ripe, 
and Mr. Boycott himself was obliged to 
cut it, while Jlrs. Boycott essayed to 
bind tho shoaves, A gentleman's stew- 
ard reported that a carpenter, constant- 
ly ^mployed.abouti the plaice neglected 
h'is business! Tlni carpenter -was dis- 
missed and another engaged. Both cac- 
ponters belonged to the society. A 
meeting was held, and it was decided 
that tho steward must be shot for hav- 
ing injured a brother, Tho carpenter 
employed in his place was onloircd to 
shoot the steward, as he would not be 
suspected. Fortunate!}', the steward 
had a friend in the society, and was 
saved. Some land was given up to

Columbia and Puget Sound llailroad Co. 
have secured 85,000,000 incash and that 
they will iniinediatoly begin the work of 
construction on the Seattle and Walla 
Walla railway. Tho company is heavily 
backed by oaatofu ciipital, and now that 
organization inorges the Seattle coal road; 
also a major portion of stock of the Seat- 
tle Coal & Tiansportation Company, in- 
cluding tho Newcastle mines and tho 
greater portion of the ship.s, tho colliers 
now building in Pennsylvania, 140,000 
acres of land cast of tho mountains, the 
rolling stock, property and franchises of 
tho Seattle and Walla Walla Railroad 
Couipany, etc. On tho above property 
the sum (jf five million dollars iias been 
raised, and is now on hand to pay for 
the same. The surplus, which will be 
a vast sum, will be used in the building 
of the road from Seattle to Walla Walla 
and branches to tho Cedar and, Car- 
bon riper coal mines. A branch 
will also he built from Seattle to 
Wilkoson, to connect with the North- 
ern Pacific, in order to have direct rail- 
road communication with Portland, 
Oregon.

Twenty Days for the Oonsideratioa of 

Sight Thousand Bills. 

New York, Nov. 8. — Tlie J'osi'a 
Washington special says: — ^Thero -will 
be but forty-nine working days in tho 
entire session of Congress after sub- 
stracting the holiday recess, Sundays, 
public holidays, and days apppropriat-. 
ed to tho District of Columbia and to 
private bills from the nominal tliree 
monllis of tho session, It will tako 
thirty days to read, discuss, and pass 
the neeossary appropriation bills. This 
leaves about twenty days for pui-jioses 
of general legislation. There aro more 
than 8,000 bills iu various stages of 
forwardness, v.liich must be finally 
acteti upon during these twenty days or 
go by default. Of tho entire number 
of Bills thus far presented about 160 
have been passed by the Forty-sixth 
Congress, including the yearly appro- 
priation l)il!s. 

AnuESTED THE Wrono Woii.\x. — A 
curious incident in connection with the 

e.xocution of tho March decrees occurred 
last week at Marseilles. Two or tiireo 
ladies, apparently belonging to the best 
society, were walking quietly iu the 
direction of the Cnpuchid Convent, 
when tlioy were accosted by the police 
and ordered to move ofl'. One of tiie 
ladies drew herself, up and exclaimed, 
"Government of brigands ! Government 
of thieves !" She was instantly sur- 
rounded, arrested and led away to tho 
police office. "Madame," "said the 
wrathful Inspector, "this will teach 
you to bo less insolent another tinje." 
"Learn to.knojy .your .own. 'plude/'-'/re- 
plied tho offended dame. ' Arrived at 
the posto, tho lady was questioned. 
"Your name ? Your residence The 
arrested one answered,, and the result 
was general stupefaction at the police 
station. Humble apologies were offer- 
ed, and the "prisoner", took her depart- 
ure in triumph.
